_ In the mean time I fail'd not to wait upon him,.

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the generous Reduan enter'd, and ſeeing the 
Princeſs, was about to retire; but ſhe kindly 
c11Pd him back, told him ſhe was fully aſſur'd of 
his Honeſty and Friendſhip, and would conceal 
nothing from him ; my Friend begg'd her Par= 
don. and mine for the indiſcretion of his Kinf:

Kind AZ- 
meria at hrlt was filent, but conſulting Love, ſhe 
gave conſent; deliring Reduan hrit to {veak 
favourably of me, and give him a hint of 
her paſſion, tha: ſhe might-not have the firſt 
ſhock of his. fury, which would undoubtedly 
follow the unlool:'d for News. 

The General fail'd not to obey, and Pharna- 
tes (naturally haſty) ſtorm'd at what he heard, 
wonder d he ſhould favour the murderer of bis 


Kinſman, and a ftranger, and ſwore my Lite 
| ſhould 
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ſhould anſwer for the Crime committed. My 
0:,d old Friend alledg'd, he ought not to con- 


| fider Valentio as a Foreigner, but the preſerve 


er of his Life and Honour, and one who poſleſt 
the aftction ot his Souldiers and Daughter ; as 
he pronouncd theſe. laſt Words the Princeſs 
enter'd, and by her Tears mollified the ſtubborn 
old M.in ; (for choſe ſubject to fudden anger are 
ealily perſwaded) you may believe, my Delia, I 
long'd to be inform'd of the ſucceſs, and was 
pierſantly furpris'd when my Lieutenant en- 
ter d, ſhow'd my Keeper his Orders, reſtor'd 
me my Sword, and told me I was again a Fa- 
vourite. I knew this ſudden Change ari effect 
of Almcria's :.ove, Reduan's Friendſhip, and the 
Queen's D-t:ge, for as 1 was inform'd after- 
wards by her ſelf, ſhe forgot not to intercede 
for me with her caſte Husband; Pharnaces receiv'd 
me with a calm brow, the Daughter bluih'd, 
and the Mother bid me by her looks conſider 
her as the Author of my Liberty. I was divi- 
ded amongit them, thou (my Dear) poſleſt my 
Heart, £4 /meria my eſteem, Reduan my Friend= 
ſhip and Gratitude, and the Queen wy pity 
with a mixture of averſion. In the evening [ 
went along with the General, and faw Anthar- 
ſs, ſhow'd my grief for my own good Fortune, 
begg d he'd believe me his wel-wiſher, and {wore 
T was ready to lcrve him at all times, and upon 
all occautons, 


A few days afrer the King took me a= 


fide, and having call'd for Reduan, we cnter'd 
his Clojer, (2 9% before Orders given to ac- 
quaint the thronging Courtiers, that he was not 
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to be ſeen. Palentio (ſaid he with a kind air) 
my Daughter loves you too much, and though 
I have that citeem for you which all good Men 
have, yer I ſhould be ſorry, if T were oblig'd 
to give my Crown to a Man who has none of 
my Progenitors blood in his Veins,' belides my 
Subjects wi!l never ſubmit patientlyto the Go- 
vernmetit of a ſtranger.

T faw Antharſus in the way to perfeCt Health, and 
left the conſtant, kind Reduan forrowtful for my 
abſence. On the road 7 had a thouſand Fears 
for thy ſafety, and when TI dreamt thee Well, 
I joy'd becauſe my relenting Stars had made me 
Maſter of a Fortune ſuitable ro thy Quality, 
*ho* not Merit. | 
When I croſt the River of Tara, which di- 
vides Merintha from Amula, T was inform'd of 
Zrates's death, and coming ſtraight ro this 
Houſe, I was told by your faithful Maid Me- 
tifſa, that you was in this Chamber alone, con- 
cealing the Story of my little Son, that you 
might glad my Soul with the welcome News. 
When 1 enter'd, 1 tound you upon the Bcd, and 
eſpying the Hat and Feather beyond you, (the 
obſcure light, for the Curtains were drawn, de- 
nying a of view of his Face) I had a thouſand 


| ſudden Fears, 7 thought thee falſe, and in a 


height of unaccountable paſſion drew my Sword, 
with a deſign to punith the Freachery.-—— But 
oh, 
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oh, ye merciful gods! how raviſh'd I was to 
know my ſelf deceiv'd; for whileg] Rtruggl'd 
between ſudden Paſſton, Love, and the weak 
remains of dying Reaſon, the lovely Boy mov'd. 
Pardon, O my Delia, (continued he, and tak- 
ing me in his Arms) this Crime, which nothing 
but exceſs of Love can excuſe, and believe, thar, 
ſatizfied and perſwaded of thy fidelity, T retir'd 
into the Cloſet, with that joy at my Heart, 
which none can know till doubly bleſs'd like 
me. 


Here he ended his Relation, and 7 felt the 
motions of my Heart, which arc not eaſily ex- 
preſs'd. I griev'd the ealineſs of his Nature, 
that by a ſeeming guilt ſuffer'd his Reaſon to be 
diſpoſlc{t, that unheard, he couid reſolve to pu- 
niſh, and without Tryal pronounce my Doom.

if the Cauſes proceeded from the diſpoſition of 
the Body, or the Mind ; and-it any Man could 
allure himfcif of his Wife's fidelity, Redauan 
(according to his vival goodneſs) {wore my Hus- 
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band was happy, that he believ'd his Deliz's 
Virtue proof againſt the ſtrongeſt Tempration, 
and / feem'd Miſtreſs of a Judgment of- force to 
bear oft thoſe aflaults, which (with incredible 
eate -) would o return the reſolutions of others. 
V-1:::ti0 thankr him for this Complement ; and 
£ntharſus (wore all Women were fickle as the 
Winds ; he'd debauch her, that pretended moft 
ro Chic mialy's and baniſh Virtue from her 
thoughts in leſs than three Days; that modeſty 
with. our Sex, was but a Cloak to private Sins, 
our IV; Ter e's wavering {or rather veering) to- 
wards the point of Vice, and wit th- held only 
by a fond Love of Reputation, which exactly 
weigh d, is rather innate Pride. 'T he General 
ſhow'd his diſlike of what he ſaid, and calmly 
bid him contult his Reafon c're he ſpoke 5 but 
iny Husb:znd who took impatiently every thing 
chat carne from him, and who knew the words 
leveil d againſt himſelf in particular, told him 
( with anger in his looks) that De/i2 was proof 
againſt him and all Men, that he ſhouid have 
accefs to kis Houſe, and it 1 chang'd my | ove, 
or endanger'd his Honour, he'd idols his Life.
